b« en nothing to say. Lately, how­ 
ever, a simple treatm ent for cer­ 
tain forms of low blood pressure 
has been proved successful, ao I 
will describe it today. 
Blood pressure is measured by 
encircling the arm with a rubber 
bag attached to a mercury pres­ 
sure column. When the arm band 
is inflated until the pressure just 
obliterates the pulse, the height of 
the mercury column measures the 
blood pressure. 
Taking the pressures of many 
thousands of people, this has been 
found on the average to be 120 
millimeters of mercury, recorded 
as 120. This is the systolic pre 
sure, or the pressure in the a rte r­ 
ies w’hen the heart is contracting. 
The diastolic pressure— when the 
heart is relaxing — can also be 
measured, and is on the average 
80; a diastolic pressure of 90 is 
high, and of 100, very high. The 
upper limit of a normal systolic 
pressure is considered to be 150. 


Averages Are Arbitrary 


These averages are, however, 
quite arbitrary. One out of every 
three persons over the age of 45 
ha? a blood pressure of 150 or 
over. It is almoat normal rather 
than a disease in tha t age period. 
Of the other 66 persons per 100 in 
that age period, about 25 have 
pressures from 120 to 140, about 
30 have pressures from 110 to 120 
and the rest are below 110. 
The ideal blood pressure (not 
the average) is 110. This is the 
judgment of a physician who stud­ 
ied a large group of people, also 
inquiring into their activities. He 
concluded tha t at any age the ones 
who felt best were the most active, 
experienced the least fatigue and 
r eomplished tin 
best and the 
most work, and had a pressure 


around 110. At any rate 110 must 
not 
be considered 
“ lnw” blo o d 
pressure. 
Most of the people who hav e a 
lower blood pressure than that are 
unaware of it. 
It produces no 
symptoms. 
They live longer 
o n 
the average. It is often associated 
with underweight, a thin 
linear 
“asthenic” type of body build with 
the drooping of the stomach 
and 
intestines, and such symptoms as 
th? patient has can be as well 
ascribed to the general bodily in­ 
adequacy as to the incidental low 
blood pressure. 


Poatural Low Blood Pressure 
A special type of low blood pres­ 
sure is postural—the person who 
has this is uncomfortable when he 
gets on his feet because in the 
erect position the blood pressure 
falls to very low levels. So he is 
likely to be dizzy and weak in the 
morning when he first get* up. 
In 
the course of the day this wears 
off and his blood pressure appa­ 
ratus makes adjustments. 
A good treatm ent fo r thia co n­ 
dition has been developed by Drs. 
Maclean and Allen, at the May o 
Clinic. This is the “headup” bed. 
The head of the bed is elevated 18 
inches (start w’ith 6 inches) 
and 
the patient sleeps and rests in this 
position. The 
po sitio n prev ents 
tha t loss o f postural adaptatio n 
tha t the patient gained in the day ­ 
time. It is, in most cases, the o nly 
treatm ent needed.
